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T. Paul mentions it as a great ad- 
vantage to Timothy, and a ſubject 
ot great commendation to his parents, 
that from a child he had known the holy ſcri p- 
tures; which, he ſays, were able to male 
him wiſe unto ſal vation. 2 Tim. iii. 13. By 
the ſcriptures the apoſtle muſt have meant 
the books of the Old Teſtament; but the 
collection is now rendered much more va- 
luable by the addition of thoſe of the New, 
Since theſe ineſtimable writings are pro- 
fitable for doctrine, for reproof, for cor- 
refion, and for inſtruftion in rightecuſneſs, 
and are calculated to make men pere, 
thoroughly furniſhed unto all good works. ver. 
16, 17, it muſt be a matter of the greateſt 
importance that young perſons be inſtruct- 
ed in the knowledge of them; and this 
courſe of inſtruction, in order to be effec- 
tual, cannot be begun too early. | 
The ſooner the mind is impreſſed with 

juſt maxims of conduct, with a ſenſe f 
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the divine authority, the hope of his 
favour, and the fear of his diſpleaſure; 
the ſooner a perſon is made ſenſible of the 
charms of good example, and filled with 
abhorrence byga view of what is odious and 
contemptible in human characters (and 
for all theſe purpoſes the books of ſcrip- 
ture are molt excellent) the more proba- 
ble it is that the effect will be laſting and 
happy. This courſe of inſtruction, I 
know by experience, may be begun, and 
carried on with ſucceſs, as ſoon as a child 
is capable of any kind of oral inſtruction 
whatever; and none but thoſe who have p 
made the trial can imagine, with how much : 
pleaſure children will liſten to the moſt 
inſtructive ſcripture. hiſtories, and how 
ſoon they will enter into the meaning and 
tpirit of them. 
But the following catechiſm is not de- 
ſigned for the uſe of young children. 
Theſe muſt be taught without a book, 
by the parent telling them the ſtories in the 
moſt familiar manner, ſelecting the moſt 
important and engaging circumſtances, 
and making them tell the particulars in 
their own way after him. But as ſoon as 
perſons are capable of reading the bible 


with underſtanding, I think it may be ſuf- 
| ficient 
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ficient to propoſe to them fuch queſtions 
as I have here drawn up, and to refer 
them to the ſcriptures themſelves for the 
anſwers. I do not, indeed, think that it 
can be reaſonably expected that a perſon 
ſhould be able to prepare tolerably judi- 
cious anſwers to ſome of the queſtions in 
this catechiſm, under ſixteen or eighteen 
years of age; but there are others which 
will not be too difficult for thoſe who are 
but nine or ten years old; ſo that with a 
little judgment in the uſe of it, this col- 
lection of queſtions may be uſeful in the 
inſtruction of young perſons of any age. 
Upon the whole, however, I would ad- 
viſe, that this catechiſm be taught to a 
claſs of perſons not quite ſo young as thoſe 
for whoſe uſe my other catechiſm, and eſ- 
pecially the firſt part of it, was particu- 

larly calculated, | 
The queſtions in this catechiſm are 
chiefly hiſtorical, becauſe this part of the 
bible may be moſt conveniently taught in 
this manner; and that young perſons may 
have a clearer idea of the order of events, 
J have collected the hiſtory of the kings of 
of Judea and Iſrael from the Prophets, as 
well as from the books of Kings and Chroni- 
cles; reſerving only a few miſcellaneous pro- 
"WY pheſies 
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pheſies for a ſeparate ſection. I have alſo 
reduced the four evangeliſts into a har- 
mony, and have referred to all the differ- 
ent accounts of the ſame ſtory. Thoſe 
who have made a greater proficiency in 
the knowledge of the ſcriptures may be 
required to compare them, and note the 
variations. 

On the books of Proverbs, Pſalms, Ec- 
cleſiaſtes, and other books, and parts of 
books, which are not hiſtorical, I have 
made but few queſtions. Theſe books 
can only be recommended in general to 
the attention and ſtudy of young perſons; _ , 
or particular parts of them may be com- 
mitted to memory. - Other books of ſcrip- 
ture, eſpecially the prophetical, and ſome 
of the apoſtolical epiſtles, can hardly be 
well underſtood, except by perſons of 
riper years. For this reaſon I have been 
very ſparing of the queſtions which refer 
to them. "ds? 

In many caſes, T am aware, that it will 
be neceſſary to divide theſe queſtions into 
various others, and alſo to diverſify the 
form of expreſſion, in order to lead thoſe 
who are leſs experienced to the proper an- | 
ſwers; but a very ſmall degree of judg- | 
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ment and addreſs will be ſufficient for this 
purpoſe. 

It will be a conſiderable. advantage at- 
tending this method of inſtruction, that by 
it young perſons will be introduced to an 
acquaintance with be ſcriptures themſelves, 
which will give them the trueſt idea of 
their contents and value. No anſwers 
framed to their hands could poſſibly effect 
this great and good purpoſe. It the an- 
ſwers to catechiſms be given in the very 
words of ſcripture, yet the connection ia 
which ſuch ſentences are introduced, and 
conſequently; much of the peculiar pro- 
E ety and force of them, is neceſſarily loſt. 

ſides, catechiſms, upon this plan, can- 
not well compriſe more than the moral 
maxims of icripture, fo that the hiſtorical, 
which is, in fact, the moſt uſeful part to 
young perſons, muſt be omitted. 

I hope alſo that thoſe parents who 
have the true wiſdom to ſee it to be a duty 
incumbent upon themſelves to ſuperin- 
tend the religious inſtruction of their chil- 
dren, and who will not refuſe to take ſome 
pains for ſo valuable a purpoſe, will not 
be diſpleaſed with the opportunity which 
this ſcheme of a catechiſm will afford them, 
of renewing and perfecting their own ac- 
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quaintance with the hiſtory of the bible. 
Indeed it cannot be ſuppoſed that the moſt 
knowing in the ſcriptures ſhould be able 
to make uſe of ſuch a catechiſm as this, 
in the inſtruction of his children, without 
ſome previous preparation; ſo that no 
perſon need to be aſhamed, if it appear 
that he himſelf has ſomething to learn in 
this buſineſs, as well as his child. But I 
hope that few of thoſe ho will make any 
inquiry after this catechiſm, will object to 
it, becauſe it is calculated to give them- 
ſelves as well as their children, a more 


perfect knowledge of important facts and
